This agreement is entered into as ofthel1L_day of J\:QY'\. l , ~I ')by and among the 
Office of the State Auditor, the Ocean Springs School District, hereinafter referred to as the "District," 
and the Certified Public Accounting Firm of McKenzie CPA, PLLC, hereinafter referred to as the 
"Finn." This contract is entered in pursuant to Section 37-9-18, Mississippi Code of 1972 (Ann.). 

I. Sco'2e of Services 

The District and the Office of the State Auditor desire to engage the Firm to render the following

The District, with the written consent of the Office of the State Auditor, has the right to reject, at 
any time during this contract period, any work not meeting the te1ms of this contract. Should the 
District reject any services, the District's authorized representative shall notify the Firm in writing 
of such rejection giving reason therefore. The right to reject services shall extend throughout the 
tenns of this contract. However, prior to termination of this contract by the District, the District 
must provide written justification to the Office of the State Auditor documenting the reasons for 
requesting that the contract be terminated. The District must obtain written approval from the 
Office of the State Auditor prior to tenninating the contract. 

Firm's Requirements of Services 

The Firm shall provide a draft report for each audit period and the related working papers, if 
requested, to the Office of the State Auditor for review and acceptance. 111is draft report 
shall be provided to the Office of the State Auditor no later than:

Upon written notification by the Office of the State Auditor's authorized representative, as 
explained in paragraph 12 of this agreement, the Firm shall make any necessmy revisions to the 
audit report and/or working papers, ifrequested, resulting from the review, and re.submit the 
revised report to tho Office of the State Auditor within two weeks of such notification. 

After the appropriate revisions, if any, have been made and the revised audit report has been 
accepted by the Office of the State Auditor, a written notification of this acceptance will be sent 
to the Firm notifying the Flrm that all requirements of the Office of the State Auditor have been 
met and the audit report, as accepted, may be released.

The Firm will be entitled to one or more interim payments, which shall not exceed 75% of the 
conb-act amount Invoices submitted for payment shall include: (a) reference to this contract; (b) 
the Firm's Tax Identification Number and; (c) any other details the District may reasonably 
request. The Firm shall submit a final Invoice for all work perfonned in total. This invoice shall 
provide the number of hours worked by each employee. Upon completion of the audit services 
and acceptance by the Office of the State Auditor and the District, the final payment of the 
contre.ct may be paid. The Firm will nol be entitled to compensation from the District for the 
correction of any deficient work resulting from the review procedures by the Office of the State 
Audito1·.

14. Records Retention and Access to Records 

For a period of five (5) years, the Firm shall make its working papers and other evidence of audit 
services available to duly authorized representatives of the District or other governmental 
authorities. The Firm agrees to make its working papers available to successor audit firms. 
However, if any litigation, claim, negotiation, audit or other action arising out of or related in any 
way to this Contract has been started before the expiration ofthe five (5) year period, the records 
shall be retained for one (l) year after all issues arising out of the action arc finally resolved.

If, through any cause, the Firm shall fail to fulfill, in a timely and proper manner, as determined 
by the District, its obligations under this contract, or if the Finn shall violate any of the covenants, 
agreements, or stipulations of this contract, the District, with the written consent of the Office of 
the State Auditor, shall thereupon have the right to terminate this contract by giving written notice 
to the Finn of such te1mination and specifying the effective date of such termination. However, 
prior to termination of this contract by the District, the District must provide written justification 
to the Office of the State Auditor documenting the reasons for requesting that the contract be 
terminated. The District must obtain written approval from the Office of the State Auditor prior 
to terminating the contract. Furthermore, the Finn should notify the Office of the State Auditor 
and the District as soon as possible if deadlines carmot be met. In the event the contract is 
tenninated, all finished or unfinished working papers, tests, schedules, surveys, checklists, fonns, 
manuals, letters, reports or other materials prepared by the Firm under this contract shall become 
the property ofthe District, and the Firm shall be entitled to receive just and equitable 
compensation for all satisfactory work completed on such documents and other materials. 

Reduction ofCompensation 

If the Firm fails to meet the submission date by less than thirty days for the draft report and/or 
working papers submitted to the Office of the State Auditor for review and approval or by less 
than thirty days from the completion date for the final reports and/or corrections to the working 
papers prescribed herein, the District may, with the consent of the Office of the State Auditor, 
reduce the agreed compensation by an amount not to exceed ten percent of the total contract price 
for the applicable fiscal year. If reports and/or corrections to the working papers are overdue by 
30 days or more, the District may reduce, with the consent of the Office of the State Auditor, the 
agreed compensation by an amount not to exceed twenty percent of the total contract prlce for the 
applicable fiscal year. 

Contract Termination Compensation 

The District, with the consent of the Office of the State Auditor, may terminate this contract at 
any time, for any reason other than those reasons contained in paragraph 15 above, by giving 
written notice to the Firm of such termination and specifying the effective date thereof, at least 
ten days before the effective date of such termination. However, prior to termination of this 
contract by the District. the District must provide written justification to the Office of the State 
Auditor documenting the reasons for requesting that the contract be terminated. The District 
must obtain written approval from the Office of the State Auditor prior to terminating the 
contract. 1n that event, all finished and unfinished documents and other materials as described in 
paragraph 15 above shall become the property of the District. If the District, as provided herein, 
terminates the contract, the Finn will be paid an amount, which bears the same ratio to the total 
services of the Firm ooverod by the contract.

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18. Termination ofContract 

In the event the District and/or the Office of the State Auditor exercises its right to terminate this 
contract pursuant to paragraph 6 and/or paragraph 15 of this contract. the Firm shall bear all costs 
associated with the issuance of a new contract. However, prior to termination of this contract by 
the District, the District must provide written justification to the Office of the State Auditor 
documenting the reasons for requesting that the contract be tenninated. The District must obtain 
written approval from the Office of the State Auditor prior to terminating the contract. Also, the 
Finn shaJI notify the District and the Office of the State Auditor of any potcntiaJ conflict of 
interest resulting from service to other clients. If such conflict cannot be resolved to the District's 
satisfaction, the District reserves the right to terminate this contract with the written consent of 
the Office of the State Auditor. 

19. Reportable Findings 

The Firm shall report immediately to the District and the Office of the State Auditor any 
preliminary findings of possible fraud, misapplication, or misappropriation of funds. 

20. Availability of Funds 

It is expressly understood by the parties hereto that the obligation of the District to proceed under 
this agreement is conditional upon the appropriation of funds by the Mississippi State Legislature 
and receipt of state and/or federal funds. If funds are not appropriated for any fiscal year during 
the contract teim, the District will promptly notify the Finn, and the contract will terminate at the 
end of the last fiscal year for which funds were appropriated. The District shall have the sole 
right to determine whether funds are available for the payment8 or performances due under this 
Contract. 

21. Modification or Renegotiation 

The District, the Office of the State Auditor, or the Finn, may request changes in the scope of 
servi~ to be perfonned hereunder. Such changes, including any increase or decrease in the 
amount of the Firm's compensation, which are mutuaJly agreed upon by the District and the Firm, 
shall be included in written amendments to this contract and subject to approval by the Office of 
the State Auditor. 

22. Contractor Requirements 

The Firm shall be construed, during the entire tenn of this contract, to be an independent 
contractor. Nothing in this contract is intended to nor shall be construed to create an employer­
employee relationship, or a joint venture relationship. 

The Firm represents that it is qualified to pel'form the duties to be performed under this contract 
and that it has, or will secure, if needed, at its own expense, applicable personnel who are 
qualified to perform the duties required under this contract. Such personnel shall not be deemed 
in any way, directly or indirectly, expressly or by implication, to be employees of the District. 

Any person assigned by the firm to perform the services hereunder shaJI be the employee or a 
subcontractor ofthe Firm, who shall have the sole right to hire and discharge its employee or 
subcontractors.

The Firm or its subcontractors shall pay, when due, all salaries and wages of their employees and 
accepts exclusive responsibility for the payment of federal income tax, social security, 
unemployment compensation and any other withholdings that may be required. 

Neither the Firm, its subcontractors nor their employees are entitled to state retirement or leave 
benefits. 

It is further understood that the consideration expressed herein constitutes full and complete 
compensation for all services and perfonnance hereunder, and that any sum due and payable to 
the Firm shall be paid as a gross sum with no withholdings or deductions being made by the 
District for any purpose from said contract sum, except as permitted in paragraphs IS, 16 and 17. 

Indemnification: To the fullest extent allowed by law, the Firm shall indemnify, defend, save and 
hold harmless, protect, and exonerate the District, its officera, employees, agents, and 
representatives, and the State of Mississippi from and against all claims, demands, liabilities, 
suits, actions, damages, losses, and costs of every kind and n11ture whatsoever, including, without 
limitation, court costs, investigative fees and expenses, and attorneys' fees, and claims for damage 
arising out of or caused by the Finn and/or its partners, principals, agents, employees and.I or 
subcontractors in the performance of or failure to perform this Contract. 

Third party Action Notification: The Finn shall notify the District in writing within five (5) 
business days of its receipt of liquidation or receivership proceedings or within five (5) business 
days of its receipt of notification of any action or suit being filed or any claim being made against 
the Firm or the District by any entity that may result in litigation related in any way to this 
Contract and/or which may affect the Finn's perfonnance under this Contract. Failure of the 
Firm to provide such written notice to the District shall be considered a material breach of this 
Contract and the District may, at its solo discretion, pursue its rights as set forth in the 
Tennination clauses herein and any other remedies it may have at law or in equity. 

Confidential Information 

The Finn will be granted access to all client and claimant infonnation necessary for comple1ion 
of the audit services described herein. The Firm and the Office of the State Auditor assure the 
District that any and all information regarding clients and claimants of the District will be kept 
strictly confidential. Any use or release of client or claimant information for purposes other than 
to fulfill the Finn's or the Office of the State Auditor's responsibilities under this contract must 
have the prior written approval of the District. 

24. Compliance with Laws 

The Firm shall comply with all applicable laws, regulations, policies and procedures, and grant 
requirements (if applicable) of the United States of America or any agency thereof, the State of 
Mississippi or any agency thereof and any local governments or political subdivisions that may 
affect the performance of services under this contract. Specifically, but not limited to, the Finn 
shall not discriminate against any employee nor shall any party be subject to discrimination in the 
performance of this contract because of race, creed, color, sex, age, national origin or disability.

Disputes and Arbitration 

Any dispute concerning a question of fact arising under this contract shall be disposed ofby good 
faith negotiation between duly authorized representatives of the District, the Office of the State 
Auditor, and the Finn. Such a resolution shall be reduced to writing and a copy thereof mailed or 
furnished to the Firm and shall be final and conclusive. If a resolution cannot be reached, the 
Finn shall mail or furnish to the District and the Office of the State Auditor a written request for 
review. The Firm shall be afforded an opportunity to be heard and to offer evidence in support of 
its position on the issue in dispute and under review. The review will be handled under a three­
person panel for arbitration, composed of the Director of the Financial and Compliance Audit 
Division, the Director ofTechnical Assistance, and the Director of the Contract Audit Review 
Section. The decision of the Arbitration Panel of the Office of the State Auditor on the review 
shall be final and conclusive, unless determined by a court of competent jurisdiction in Hinds 
County, State of Mississippi, to have been fraudulent, capricious, or so grossly erroneous as 
necessarily to imply bad faith, or not be supported by substantial evidence. Pending final 
decision of a dispute hereunder, the Firm shall proceed diligently with the perfonnance of the 
duties and obligations of the contract. 

Assignment 

The Finn shall not assign or otherwise transfer the obligation incurred on its part pursuant to the 
terms of this contract without the prior written consent of the District. Any attempted assignment 
or trans fur of its obligations without such consent shall be null and void. All obligations and 
duties of either party under this contract shall be binding on all successorf! in interest or assigns of 
such party. 

Failure to Enforce 

Failure of any party hereto, to insist upon strict compliance with any of the terms, covenants and 
conditions hereof shall not be deemed a waiver or relinquishment of any similar right or power 
hereunder at any subsequent time or of any other provision hereof, nor shall it be construed to be 
a modification of the terms of this contract. 

Severability 

If any tenn or provision of this contract is prohibited by the laws of the State of Mississippi or 
declared invalid or void by a court of competent jurisdiction. the remainder of this contract shall 
not be affected thereby and each term and provision of this contract shall be valid and enforceable 
to the fullest extent pennitted by law. 

29. Entire Agreement

This contract constilutes the entire agreement of the parties with respect to the subject matter 
contained herein and supersedes and replaces any and all prior negotiati'ons, understandings, and 
agreements, written or oral, between the parties relating thereto. 

Address Changes 

The parties agree to promptly notify each other of any change of address.

The Office of the State Auditor has the statutory authority to perfonn, at any time, an audit of the 
District's annual financial report, as defined in paragraph I. Should the Office of the State 
Auditor decide to perfonn an audit of the District. the contract will be void upon completion of 
the fiscal year audit perfonned immediately prior to the fiscal year to be audited by the Office of 
the State Auditor. 

Insurance Requirements 

The Finn represents that it will maintain workers' compensation insurance, if applicable, which 
shall insure to tho benefit of all of the Finn's personnel provided hereunder, comprehensive 
general liability or professional liability insurance, and where applicable, employee fidelity bond 
insurance. 

Employee Status Verification System 

The Firm represents and warrants that it will ensure its compliance with tlie Mississippi 
Employment Protection Act (Senate Bill 2988 from the 2008 Regular Legislative Session) and · 
will register and participate in the status verification system for all newly hired employees. The 
term "employee" as used herein means any person that is hired to perl"orm work within the State 
of Mississippi. A1J, used hel'Cin, "status verification system" means the Illegal Immigration 
Refonn and Jmmigration Responsibility Act of 1996 that is operated by the United States 
Department of Homeland Security, also known as the E-Verify Program, or any other successor 
electronic verification system replacing the E-Verify Program. The Firm agrees to maintain 
records of such compliance and, upon request of the State, to provide a copy of each such 
verification to the State. The Fim1 further represents and warrants that any person assigned to 
pe1fonn services hereunder meets the employment eligibility requirements of all immigration 
laws of the State of Mississippi.
